Big steam 
sh ovels and pneu­ 
matic tunneling appliances were 
put to work y esterday for th e first 
time on th e extension of th e St. 
Louis line in Maries and Osage 
counties. 
Over th irty miles of th e route in 
th at section 3,000 men are at work 
in th e grading carn|>s. 
Th e road­ 
bed is practically complete up to 
Belle, Manes county , and th e line 
of rails is expected to reach th at 
place by July 15. 
Th e first division point of th e 
new road west of St. Louis will be 
temporarily located at Belle, and 
th e principal supply depot for th e 
construction 
companies will re­ 
main th ere for a y ear or more. T h e 
town is on th e boom and building 
up rapidly . 
By an arrangement with 1. C. 
Backeus, of Dixon, wh o owns th e 
land, th e railroad company h as se­ 
cured a h alf interest in th e town- 
site and controls th e sale of lots. 
W est of Belle, between th e Gas­ 
conade and th e Osage rivers, th e 
construction work is difficult, and 
th e roadbed will not be completed 
th rough th at section for at least a 
y ear. 
Test wells sunk for th e big tun­ 
nel at Freeburg, 
Osage county , 
found a solid rock bottom suitable 
for tunneling. 
Th e lunnel will 
pass righ t under th e town, wh ich 
will be th e 
principal 
sh ipping 
point for western Osage und Maries 
counties. 
Th e contractors on th is work 
h ave two oth er tunnels with in four 
miles. 
W ork will be commenced 
th is v.?eek on th e divide between 
th e Maries and Osage rivers as far 
as th e eastern line of Miller county .
